Thfongb all ages publio opinion has 
'been'guided'by^^^impalsefl aming from var- 
ious causes. Al one time worshipping an 
idol, or a principle, at another trampling 
on the idols of its creation. The collect- 
ive ideas of a nation are as easily influenc- 
ed as those of the individual, both uro 
subject to the same seusitivonosa and both 
ore prone to the weakuees of vanity; every 
triiit embodied in the indiTidnal is incor- 
por.ited in the lifo pnlse of the nation; 
every qualiftcution of good and evil in- 
herent to human nature, exists in the col- 
lective body in larger or .smaller quanti- 
ties, in proportion to tbo number of iudi 
vidual.H which influuuco it. But it is an 
amusing as well as a puinful spectacle to 
watch the development of mind, and 
thought, merge into a mere system of 
idiosyncrasy, and vassalage, casting aside 
realities, for sbums, worshipping jewels 
of paste instead of jewels of the flrst water, 
respecting msro claptrap eil'usious rather 
than the reasonieg of logic, placing moro 
confidence iu the quack than in the legal- 
ly qualified practitioner. Bowing to cere- 
mony and form yet inwardly detesting it; 
and openly praising tbo things for which 
is folt a secret contempt. In fact society 
on its prn=iout basis is artificial, and the 
Boverity of competition in every avenue of 
life contributes to make it so. Wo have 
five senses, but generally ueg them 
as follows, Ist. Wo see all wo can, and if 
it suits our interest to wink we do so; wo 
heiir all we can, yet i)le!id deafness as 
emt rgency douiands, we smell all things 
obno.xious to us, and soiuotinios declare 
they are aromatic, wo use the sense of 
foeiieg according to our selfishni'.ss and 
are seldom positive, and as to the spnaeof 
tavto we make it contribute to our desires 
for luxurious and unhealthy mi.xtures, 
rather than plain and economical food, 
Svliich lengthens life, purifies our natures, 
and reduces our animal propensities. In 
all, wo have live senses but how seldom 
lire they used in the manner they ougtit 
to bo used, and bow seldom do the good 
and meritorious over get the benefit of a, 
just appreciation of a majority of those 
tare gifts, which should act as guides, to 
self responsibility, and teach us to do 
good, not with the hope of re ward, but for 
tbe ploaburo it allbrds, and to shun tlie 
committal of au unjust aut, not through 
tbo fear of punishment in tbo far future, 
but from tbe consciousness of having dono 
a moral wrong wbich carries a peual re- 
proof with every act, and retards our in- 
tellectual advanoement, one step, for tbe 
committal of each offence.

-Beminiscences of the Late King Victor 
Emanuel. 

Tholalo King of Italy, wbo has played 
so couspicuouB a part in tbo uuitication i-f 
Italy, was born on tho llib day of March, 
1820, and was nearly 58 years old at tbo 
time of his demise. He received a good 
liberal education, as has beeu manifesioil 
by all tlie acts of his past life. While 
Duke of Savoy, in 1812, ho married tbo 
Arch Duchess Adelaide of Austria. When 
the war with Austria broke out iu 1818 be 
commanded the Savoy brigade, signalizing 
himself iu tbo battle of Goito, whore bo 
received a ball iu tbe log, lie took an 
active parfriutbo .lecond war, in which his 
father was engaged, and li'^ccudod tbe 
tbrono iu 1810,, on the abdication of 
Charles Albert, after tho disastrous battle 
of Novarro. As a Royal soldier Victor 
Emanuel distinguished himself by acts of 
bravery and intrepidity (almost amount 
ing to rashness) on every battle-field in 
which bo figured. At Palestro he won 
the title of the re c/all(inliiomo, which bo 
bore with honor to bis doiith. As a ruler 
he was always iu sympathy with hia peo 
pie, aud frequently wandered amongst tbo 
jJoaBantry without escort in the simple 
garb of a .sjjortsman. He ihus became the 
idol of the people and tbo exponent of 
desire for natural unity. Tbo diplomacy 
of Cavour, one of tbo most able statesman 
of Ins day, secured for him tho assistance 
of Napoleon, which placed him iu tbo 
possession of Lonibardy aud Venice, and 
revolution in tho Papal states made him 
tho acknowledged head of temporal power 
iu Italy. The irresistablo revolution 
wiiich swept Francis II. from tho tbrono 
of Naples and Sicoly under tbe leader.'«hip 
of t) uisoppo Garibaldi, who was tho idol 
of liu! Italian people, secured for ^ ictor 
Emanuel tho whole of united Italy, from 
the Alps to the Adriatic, which was tho 
realization of the dream of coutuHes, frao- 
ing this once noblo jiooplo from a vassal- 
age wbich is siMrL'ely e(iuiilled in tbo his- 
tory of any ot her eo\intry. Now, with a 
population of twenty-seven millions, and 
an efUciont army and navy; combined with 
true liberty and progressiou, a bright era 
of nsefalcesB-is open to the young King 
in welding firmly together all tho inhar- 
monious parts of this suddenly lecuperat- 
ed kingdojii, rendering modern Homo 
grander, if poasiblo. and moro mighty iu 
tbe cultivaf io'i of science, and moral and 
social progression, than ancuont Rome ever 
was in tho palmiest days of its glory.

EUROPE. 
St. Petersburg, Jan. 19. — The 
"Agence Eussia" repels tbe idea that 
lUifsia intends to refuse European 

piu-ticipatiou iu tho treaty of pence. 

London, Jan. ID. — "Time!9" special 
from Giurgcvo says tho mortality 
among Turkish prisoners is fearful and 
the station of Fraleshte is becomiug a 
terror to travelers between Bucharest 
and the Danube. Even if there is 
notbing worse tboro than ordinary 
tvphuH tho mortality is evinced by Uio 
numerous graves iu the plains Kur- 
rouiuliug tho prisoners' camp and juB- 
tilies the appreliGnsions of travelers. 
I saw liussiau suKliers digging btigo 
graves and near tboiii 50 'Furkinh 
corpses lying in confused heaps as they 
were emptied from the dead carts. 
Tboir ragged, haif clad forms and 
frost bites visible on their naked limbs 
gave evidence of ' the hardships thoy 
had sufl'ered on their march from Nik- 
opolis. 

Tho Cjuecu's address aud parliameu- 
tnry ox[)fossioii clcaily shows that tho 
tiovernmout iu this hour of Turkish 
extremity is Btill uncommitted to war- 
like measures. It is Disraeli who 
spe;iks through Victoria; at his instance 
pailiiuneut was convened out of the 
usual session wbich implied some grave 
omergouey. Tbo request for means 
to prepare for war coutingenciea ad- 
mitted to be remote, is therefore his 
confession that the country will assent 
to uothiug like war if it can bo avoid- 
ed unless it be to repel jjositivo aggres- 
sion. Tho convokiug of parliament 
was an implied mouaco to tho Kus 
HiauK.bul the ilussiaus regarded it not, 
aud to-day Disraeli is not prepared to 
name auy specific danger to be appre- 
hended. Gladstone's cautious uuwill- 
ingntss to Bupply the means for war 
shows that ho suspects Disraeli of the 
purpose to notify .Russia by implica- 
tion, that England will wage war if 
terms presented to Turkey by Russia 
shall seem in Disraeli's judgment dan- 
gerous to English interests. Tbe Glad- 
stone party are disposed not to give 
the least menace of war until actual 
provocation thereto is offered. The 
casus belli does not yet appear. It 
cannot be a violation ot the Treaty of 
Paris, for that was detied by the pres- 
eut war itsolf without Eugland's light- 
ing to vindicate it. .'Vpparonily tbo 
government will bo compelled to show 
allinnatively that some specific British 
iutorest is about to be assailed before it 
can got the power to sot tho forces in 
motion that may plungo England into 
tho dreaded war. That is practically 
tho pledge of the Queen's siioocli, but 
tbo Liberals will see that Disraeli re- 
deems it. Austria's emphatic tone is 
interpreted only as an evidence that 
Austriii has received moro specific 
Btatouiouts as to what rights England 
will not submit to havo infringed, aud 
that slio sous that under tlio secret uu- 
d(;rstaudiDg between Germany and 
Russia there is no danger.

'I'ho mililia was on guard during the 
night, tbe city lomained quiot aud no 
inuotings w(!re bold. Kearney says that 
lioreiifter all mailings will bo secret ex 
eeiit Huiiday afternoon, on tho saud lota. 
I'he j^Iuynr has bud consultations with 
Gons. McDowell and McOombe. Tho 
militia will be kept on duty for the pre- 
sent and all moans adopted necessary for 
tho i)reservatioii of iieae'e. Kearney and his 
associates rcmiain in couliuoment in do- 
fault of bail. rJuring tho aft(^rnoon a 
cro-.vd galbcreil in the iieigliborbood of 
llu! City Ciiminal Cmrt, where tbe agita- 
l^rs are being tried. Two or throo addi- 
tional arrests bare been made, As. Kear- 
ney came out at the adjournmont nf llio 
Court under cliargo of tho ofli^ers, ono 
man in lliecrowil start d forward crying, 
"Ijot's take him away fnun tbom." Ho 
was promptly collared and marched oil". 
A loaded Ktvolver was found on biin 
,whon searched at tho s'ation-houBo where 
f he now reposes under $1300 bail . 

San FaAiioiBOO, Jan. 17.— H.L. Knight, 



one of the agitators was arrested this 
morniug on a charge of conapiraoy and- 

bold in S5000 bail. 

Tho trial of Kearney and others on pro 
vious charges ia now going on in the City 
Criminal Court; quite a crowd, collected 
outside but everything qniet. 

San Francisco, Jan. 18. — Keirnoy is 
on the stand to-day at tho Criminal Court 
explaining tbo language used by him for 
which he v.-as arrested. According to his 
account all his ineondiary utterances wore 
purely metaphorical. Ho admitted, or 
rather boasted, that he had two military 
companios now drilling with broomstioks, 
but that he expooted to obtain arms for 
tbom from tho Governor as Boon^ as thoy 
are a little moro advanced in tbeir milita- 
ry instructions. 

In the police court this morning charges 
of consi)iracy against Kearney. Wellock, 
Knight, Hayward. Gerrain and Brownoy 
wore all continued till Monday. The ao 
cufiod parties are still in jail. 

Kearney to-day sent a petition to tbo 
Governor stating in elToet that he and his 
followers are organizing a workingmou's 
party, that they are opposed by a oombiu- 
ation of oapitolists, eorrapt eity oflicors, 
and tho six Chinese companies. 

The leaders have been arrested and the 
Mayor has issued a proclamation forbid ■ 
ding tbom to bold meetings and osking 
that the Governor declare the law ami 
leave tho jieoplo in tbo full exoroiao of 
their political privileges; that they have 
advised their people to arm, so that they 
may not bo defeated by fraud at the ballot 
box and have never spoken of the use of 
arms but as a means of rebutting fraud 
and corruption ; keeping their adversaries 
within the (lalo of tho law and vindicating 
tbo will of tbe people expressed at the 
ballot-box. 

It has been raining in torrents all the 
forenoon. From Point Lobus station a 
hoavy south east gale is reported outside. 
Bar breaking bad; sea rolling high. Har- 
bor Viev/ garden, a pleasure resort on tho 
shore just inside the presidio, is surround- 
ed by water and tho waves washing up to 
the immediate vicinity of tho buildings 
and grounds. Telegraph linos prostrated 
ill almost every diroctiou and there is no 
doubt the storm is general throughout 
the State. Tho schr Osceola is reported 
wreaked near Point San Quontin, Lower 
Calftfornia; no lives lost. The Bohoonor 
Free Trade, inward bound from Mexico, 
went ashore in Drakes Bay, yesterday, 
total loss; crow saved. 

San Fbancisoo. Jan. 19. — The atorm 
•eased here early last evening; ' fair, wea- 
ther this morning with northwest west 
wind. As far as can be learned the rain is 
over throughout tbe State. Telegraphic 
communication is still interrupted to a 
great o.xteut. No damage of consequeuoe 
IS reiJorted. A washout on tbo California 
Paoitio Railroad near Davisville will im- 
pede travel and a portion of trade; no da- 
mage to shipping in the harbor. The rain 
fell general und copious throughout tho 
State. 

The State Convention of the National 
Labor party of Oalafornia met at Dasha- 
way Hall to-dijr. Thus far nothing is 
dona except organization and appointmout 
of committees. 

The Pacific Mail steamer City of Tokio 
arrived about noon and is now at the mail 
dock. A small squad of police were sent 
doAvn to guard against any disturbanoo; 
but nothing of tho kind has occurred and 
the laudiug was effected quietly as usual. 

An assessment of one dollar per share 
has bean levied on Opbir. 

There is a report on tbe street that tho 
managers of Alta aud Justice have hold 
three inuotings, at which ofTorts havo been 
mode at a compromise that tbo proposition 
to take 300 feet of disputed ground from 
each miuo and make a now mine of it and 
declare a private dividend to tbe present 
shareholders ot Justice and Alta, meets 
with favor from all parties except Lucky 
Baldwin, who holds out against any com- 
promise.

Arguments were made 
by Col. Gray for tho company in advocacy 
of the proposed extension of timo for tbe 
completion of tho main line and bruuchoa. 
Delegates Jacobs and J.J.Gilvya of W.T., 
wero heard in opposition to the extension 
so far fts it relates to the branch across the 
Cascade mountains;the Oregon delegations 
wore all present. Mitchell stated tbat he 
could not agree to tho bill as offered 
by the Northern Pacific (Jo., for reason 
first that it did not giro proper protection 
to tho rights of settlers; second, it did not 
compel the commencement of work on the 
Pacific Coast for tho next nine years, and 
third, be(!auso it wholly ignored tho .Salt 
Lake llailr»i'.d oiiteriirise.

WASHiNOTON, Jan. 20.— Third Assistant 
Postmaster General Hazon has prepared 
for consideration by Congress a bill pro- 
posing important change in law, regulat- 
ing compensation of itb class postmasters 
or all whose annual compensation is less 
than $1000. It provided that on bBsis, their 
compensation ahall'be the face value of 
stumps cancelled in thoir respective 
oflicoH instead of value of stamps 
sold by them. It also imposes severe 
penalties for making false returns and 
for trailicking in stamps ; tho present mode 
of adjusting salaries of Presidential post- 
musters will be left substantially unchang- 
ed. The bill embodies recommendations 
from Postmaster General Key in his last 
annual report and will by him be trans- 
mitted to Congress at an early day. 

Cuic.v.ao, Jan. 20.— A mass meeting 
of Italiait residents of Chicago held 
thia p.m.. Consul Sig. Agoatine Scruti 
presiding. Resolutions expressing pro- 
found grief at tbe death of Victor Eman- 
uel were adopted and transmitted to King 
Humbert through tho Consul-Gene, ul at 
Now York, It was resolved to celabrato 
solemn mass at the Cathedral hero for ro- 
po^o of tbo late King's soul. Tho speak- 
ers wero tho Consul Sigs. Giovanoro, 
Ouiocho, Bernardo, Borreti and W. C. 
Harding. Tho latter spoke . of respect 
gaiuod for Italy iu the Councils of Europe 
through achievements of tho lato King. 
A vote of thanks to the American press 
for tho manner in which it had comment- 
ed on the lato King and country ever 
which he ruled was proposed and unani- 
mously carried.

20.— House Military 
Affairs Committee has communication 
from Gen. Pope regarding army organi- 
zation, and expressed opinion that twenty- 
five thousand men ia too small a force for 
needs of the country aud argues tbat the 
Committee in order prdporly to determine 
the questionB of stuff organization and 
administration should provide for its 
thorough investigation by board of offl- 
oers of rank and great oxperienoe to •bo 
designated by Act of Oongre»s. 



London, Jan. 21.— It is reported tbe 
Chinese have captured the City of Kash- 
gor. 

In consequence of now instructions to 
plenipotentiaries it is expected iu Con- 
stantinople, tbo armistice will bo "signed 
immediately perhaps Slouday. Prepara- 
tions for the Sultan's removal to Barussa 
are consequently suspended. 

A Pcra correspondent says Izzed Pasha's 
instructions convey to plcnipotontiarios 
full power and will inform them tbat 
England is not likely to go to war. An- 
other correspondent at Pera says negotia- 
tions havo commenced. It is stated tho 
plenipotentiaries havo been instructed 
that they may ofl'er to make Batoum afree 
port, cede territory on tbo Asian frontier 
nearly as far as Kurs aud Erzerouiu, Thoy 
may also prepare the following programme 
for discussion by the European Confer- 
ence: The Balkans to bo considered ns 
the southern limit of Bulgaria, Roumauia 
to bo independent, the Dardanolloa to bo 
open to men-of-war of all nations, and tho 
settlement of tho Montenegrin and Servian 
question to be temporarily do^orred until 
difliculties have been.settled. 

It is reported Russia has (lomanded that 
Adrianople '.'O included in Bulgaria; also, 
tho coHBion of Batoum and tbo opening of 
tbe Dardanelles to Ru.ssiau and Turkish 
men-of-war only. 

London, Jan. 21 — A Paris correspon- 
dent states that Slado, tho B[)iritual me- 
dium, after his expulsion from Vienna 
went to Berlin, from which ph.co ho was 
also expelled. 
_ A telegram from tho Hague ea"s a mar- 
riage is contemplated between the Prince 
of Orange aud 'the Princess Beatrice of 
England. 



EUROPE. 
London, Jan 20. — Cleoi)atra's obelisk 
passed Margate this afternoon and is ex- 
paoted in the Thames at midnight. 

A telegram from Athens reports the 
insurrection in Thessaly spreading. In- 
surgents who fight under tbo Greek flag, 
and who havo been joined by many 
Tlieasalians residing in Greece, havo been 
enthusiastically received in several dis- 
trict-. The insu^rroctiou has also broken 
out in Macedonia; ' . 

Bblorade, Jan. 20 — ^ho Servian Gov- 
ernment is summoning every available 
man to the army. It purposes occup3iug 
Prischina and Novi Bazar. The Servians 
are converging in Novi Bazai. 

St. Peter-<ijuhg, Jan 20.— Tho Bussi 
and Journal de St. Petersburg state that 
nothing is known at St. Petersburg of 
appearance of Bussiau parliamentaires at 
Soucualoudlar anpounomg the suspension 
of hostilities in Bulgaria as published in 
tho blue book. 

Constantinople, Jan. 20. — Moukhtar 
Pasha has been appointed to the command 
to ba formed along the line of defence be- 
fore Oonstantinople. Exodus of refugees 
from Ronmelia is assuming colossal pro- 
portions. Before laaving Adrianople tha 
Turks burnt their provisions and blow 
up tho immunition. The British Consul 
at Adrianople telegraphed this Sunday 
morning that a deputation of inhabitants 
had gone to meet tho Russians. No news 
of the BuBsian entry has, however, been 
received. Layard denies ho' has asked 
authorization for tho British fleet to enter 
tho Bospborus. 

London, Jan. 20.— An official Turkish 
telegram dated this morniug enlarges 
upon the means of defense still possessed 
by the Turks and says Suleiman Pasha's 
army is concentrated at Drama, south of 
Adrianople railways. Later dispatcbos, 
however, says nothing is known concern- 
ing Suleiman Pasha's whereabouts. 

Paris, Jan. 20. — Tho Francais says 
Qambetta agrees wi,';h tho Ministers that 
voting ou the entire budget is desirable. 
It is said he desires a voto to be taken iu 
April, aud theu to havo the Chambers 
adjourned throughout tho summer, so as 
to insure political (Juiet duriug tho inter- 
national exhibition. 

.London, Jan. 21.— A Cabinet Couuoil 
was hold to-day. Lord Derby is much 
better and will resume his daties imme- 
diately. 

A Baasian Official telegram dated Kaz- 
anlik Friday states tho Turkish peace 
delegates arrived at Hormauli on Thurs- 
day and wiu-e received with military hon- 
ors by oriler of Grand Duke Nicholas. 
They started with an escoit for Kezaulik, 
Nvhcro they wero expected on yatiirday. 

A Constantinople correspondent denies 
that the surrender of Adrianople has been 
ugiood to in consequence of a demand 
of Russia. Ho asserts tho Turks decided 
not to defend tho place because it was 
coiisiilored iintonablo. Tbe same corros- 
poudeut teiograpbiug Sunday oveuiug 
Bays it has been impost-iblo to comiuuui- 
cato with Adrianople for three bouts and 
it is probable tho Bu^sians have catered it. 

A ciirrespondont at Pera telegraphs that 
the RuHsiaiui havo entered Adrianople. 

Au Atlu'iiH corre- pondont says tbo 
troops at Choleix have been ordered to 
the frontier immediately. 

St. Petkiisbui!*!, Jan. 21. — A corros- 
poudoul says tbo oflicial ftatoment of tha 
AJiniHler of Finances estimates tho ex- 
traordinary expenses occasioned by the 
war at •132,000,1100 roubles. These ex- 
ponsea wero not included in tbo budget as 
tulugraphcd from St. Potersburtr on Satur- 
dhy, wbich should balance between re- 
ceipts and oxi)enditureB. 

London, Jan. 21, — A Vienna oorres- 
pondout telegraphs tho following: It is 
reported from Constantinople that in con- 
scMiuonce of tho decisiuii taken at tho 
grout council , Izzed Boy has been sent to 
the Russian headquarters with fresh in 
iitruotionu to tho Turkish plonipotootarios, 
giving them full power to sign, whereas 
they at first were instiuctod to refer con- 
ditions to the Porle. It is said this re- 
solve was taken in C(msequence of tlio 
pacific tone of England at tlm opening of

A Peravi^ Oatrage. 

The particulars are brought' by the 
mail of a gross outrage committed on 
Mrs. Johnston, the wife of British 
Vice-Consul at Iquitos, wbich has 
given rise; the "Brazil and River Plate 
Mail" understands, to a reclamatiou 
on the Peruvian Government by the 
English Legation at Lima. Accord- 
ing to the "South Pacific Times" tbo 
outrage was committed by a band of 
"Pioroliatas," headed by 'the Mayor of 
Iquitos, on tho night of the 1st of July 
last. At 3 a. m, tho British Vice-Con- 
sulate was attacked by Noreiga, the 
Mayor, and about 50 men. i\[r. John- 
ston, the Vice-Cousul, happened to be 
away from home, but a volley was fired 
intci Mrs. Johnstou's bedroom, in the 
direction of her bed, which fortunately 
did not take effect, although the mos- . 
quito curtains were pierced with bul- 
lets. Mrs. Johnston had only time to 
spring towards her two children, who 
slept in the same room, when Noreiga 
burst open the shuttorK aud deliberate- 
ly fired his revolver at her head, calling 
to his followers, "Adentro. .adeutro, 
muchachos," (inside, inside, boys!) 
Jlrs. Johnston was again fortunate 
enough to escape injury, and thanks 
to her courage and coolness, aud under 
cover of tho darkness of tho night, she 
contrived to escape by tho back of the 
house, and take refuge in the forest, 
where an Englishman provided ' Jier 
with a secure asylum for three days, —
